the draft bill in return for 
release of American prisoners. 


The Selective Service System 


halted drafts of all men, except 
doctors, and notified registrants 
part way through the induction 
process to await further in- 
structions. 


The Pentagon's 
16,000-man 


call for July and August is being 
held back in Washington, but 
Defense officials have showed 
no concern of falling short of 
manpower needs while the draft 
is in limbo.

midnight. The Golden State 
turned into a fiscal pumpkin 
when it entered the new fiscal 
year without a state budget for 
1971-72.

Republicans worked behind 
closed doors "n a compromise $7 
billion-plus budget to send to 
GOP Gov. Reagan. 


He originally proposed an 


austerity spending plan of $6.74 
billion. 


Reagan

$600 million from the spending 
document when he gets it to 
balance 
without a tax in- 


crease. 


He even said he might veto the 


entire budget bill "as a last 
resort" if Democrats tried to 
cripple his item veto power with 
intricate restrictive budget 
language. He can eliminate 


en! ire .t^-ws -*.d reduce spen- 
ding figures but can't add to the 
budget or edit out such control 
language. 


The conference committee 


compromise must get a two- 
thirds vote in each house of the 
Democrat-controlled legislature 
to pass. 


This is the third consecutive 


year California has entered the 
new fiscal year without meeting 
the constitutional requirement 
of a signed budget bill — which 
contains the legal authority for 
almost all spending. 


Without it, most state agen- 


cies "cease to function" ac- 
cording to a 1964 opinion from 
the legislature's lawyer.

"Some 11 million young men 


and women who have par- 
ticipated in the life of our nation 
through their work, their studies 
and their sacrifices for its 
defense are now fully included in 
the electoral process of our 
country," Nixon observed. 


"I urge them to honor this 


right by exercising it," he said. 


A formality remaining after 


Ohio's 
ratification 
was 


notification of the General 
Services Administration. 


Congress passed legislation 


allowing voters over 18 to vote 
but the Supreme Court ruled it 
valid only in federal elections. 


North Carolina and Alabama 


were the 36 and 37 states to 
ratify earlier Wednesday. 


The amendment reads in 


part: "The right of citizens of 
the United States, who are 18 


years of age or older, to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or any state 
on account of age." 


The Bureau of the Census 


estimated the 11 million new 
voters will be joined by another 
14 million under 25, eligible to 
vote in a presidential election 
for the first time in 1972. 


Of the 11 million, the bureau 


said, about half are married, 
half are receiving some form of 
higher education, roughly 3 
million are full time workers 
and 1.4 million are in the armed 
forces. 


All are targets of drives by the 


political parties for new sup- 
porters. Both parties say the 
new voters may make decisive 
differences 
in forthcoming 


elections.

SAIGON (AP) — The last 


American units defending any of 
South Vietnam's borders and the 
first U. S. Army brigade com- 
mitted to the Vietnam war in 
May 1965 began withdrawing 
from combat today in the 
biggest single cutback of the 
war. 


The U. S. Command an- 


nounced that 40 Army units with 
a total authorized strength of 


6,095 men were pulled out of 
combat zones in preparation for 
leaving Vietnam. 


The cutbacks are part of the 


eighth round in President 
Nixon's 
troop 
withdrawal 


program that began two years 
ago when American strength 
was at a peak of 543,400 men. 
Nixon has reduced U. S. forces 
in Vietnam to 241,000 and has 
ordered them cut to 184,000 by 
Dec. 1. 


The program is running ahead 


of schedule, and there is 
speculation he may increase the 
rate of withdrawal because of 
the drug and morale problems 
among GI's remaining in 
Vietnam. 


The major units involved in 


the cutbacks announced today 
are the 1st Brigade, 5th 
Mechanized Infantry Division, 
which has been on guard along 
the demilitarized zone. 


Papers Say Ike Started Viet Aid

The U. S. Joint Chiefs of Staff 
were against aid to South 
Vietnam in 1954, but 
the 


Eisenhower 
administration 


started it in a small way 
anyway, the Pentagon papers 
say. 


Selections from the papers 


made 
available 
to 
The 


Associated Press say that 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles urged the gamble— 
hoping that small U. S. forces 
could promote internal stability 
in South Vietnam. 


The Joint Chiefs, however, 


had told President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower that helping South 
Vietnam "was a risk not worth 
the gamble," and that support of 


military forces in other nations 
would produce greater returns. 


The early pessimism of the 


Joint Chiefs was disclosed in a 
150-page volume of the Pentagon 
papers entitled "The Advisory 
Buildup, 1961-67." 


The far-ranging Pentagon 


study recalls the few years of 
stability when "it seemed for a 
while that the gamble against 
long odds had succeeded." The 
Viet Cong were quiescent, 
Saigon's forces were better 
armed and trained. 


But stepped up terrorism in 


1959 and 1960, sabotage and 
large unit enemy actions dashed 
hopes and by mid-1961 "the 
prospect for South Vietnam's 
independence was at least as 


dark as it had been six years 
earlier," the study said. 


President John F. Kennedy 


responded by dispatching the 
then vice president, Lyndon B. 
Johnson, to feel out President 
Ngo Dinh Diem's reaction to the 
commitment 
of 
American 


troops to Vietnam, and also to a 
bilateral treaty. Diem turned 
both suggestions down, but as 
the situation worsened later that 
year he brought up the topics 
himself. 


Kennedy 
established 
a 


"limited partnership" with the 
Vietnamese at the end of 1961 
which placed American ad- 
visers down to the regimental 
level, and Special Forces teams 
in the countryside.

We Should Have An Alternative 


A doctor speaking last week at a conference of the American 


Medical Association argued strongly against any move to regulate 
physicians' fees, and declared slave days have ended. While to 
most of us pegging along in the $2 to $5 an hour class any reference 
to slavery in connection with the practice of medicine seems. 
somewhat ridiculous, there is merit in the doctor's remark. We will 
do well to preserve as much freedom as possible in this and every 
other field. 


That is not to say, however, that the rest of us should not be frw 


also to explore new ways of providing ourselves with health ear*. A 
doctor should be free to develop his knowledge and his skill to ttM 
highest point possible, and he should be permitted to demand any 
fee he wishes. But the great number of the rest of us who have to do 
with less than the best every day of our lives should not be 
foreclosed from all types of medical assistance simply because we 
are neither affluent nor impoverished. 


Insurance is good. We should all have it. But it should be 


something designed for the big emergencies only, which it should 
actually take care of. Insurance expected to take care of all our 
health requirements is beyond the reach of most of us. For the 
week-to-week and year-to-year health problems we are faced with, 
we should make other provisions. Only for extremely serious dif- 
ficulties can we afford the highly-skilled and highly-paid medical 
men and the elaborately equipped hospitals. For those we need 
insurance. 


Beyond that, what can we-do? 


Some of the steps that can be taken have already been 


proposed, and a start made. They include greater use of clinics, 
having nurses and former armed services medics do some of the 
routine work done by doctors, having licensed vocational nurses do 
more of the work of nurses, and nurses' aides do more of the work 
of LVNs, and having convalescent patients moved to convalescent 
hospitals. 


Beyond that, we can only suggest that other moves may be 


explored. Might there not be yet another type of hospital? — a type 
of hospital that Tehama General conceivably could become if it 
survives the present continued pressure against it, a hospital not 
limited to long-term patients, an in-between type of facility. 


Might there not be an in-between type of doctor, too? A sort of 


modern day general practitioner whose fees would be more in line 
with the income of those he serves. Where could such men and 
women be found? That is a problem, but perhaps more public 
support of medical training would help. Then idealistic and com- 
passionate persons do volunteer as missionaries and for other 
causes. Might it not be possible to enlist volunteers for a people's 
medical corps? 


Then, in addition to ail else, there is certainly need for more 


widespread health knowledge on the part of the public. Everyone 
can help by using precautions to keep himself and his family 
healthy, and by having knowledge of simple procedures that can 
cut down the volume of work facing the nation's doctors. That is so 
simple it would seem there is no reason to say it. But, un- 
fortunately, there is need.

Nixon is preparing some New 
Year's resolutions, affecting the 
pocketbook of every American, 
for the new fiscal year that 
begins today. 


He is torn between his political 


advisers who want to get the 
economy booming again before 
the 1972 election, and his 
economic advisers who warn 
that too much government 
stimulus 
could 
cause 


skyrocketing inflation. 


Nixon vigorously denounced 


inflation and attacked deficit 
spending 
during the 1968 


presidential campaign. Yet he 
wound up the 1971 fiscal year 
yesterday with an estimated $20 
billion 
deficit. 
His 
own 


economists expect the deficit to 
reach another $20 billion in the 
1972 fiscal year. This will make 
a whopping, two-year total of $40 
billion, highest in peacetime 
history. 


Nixon also declared at his first 


presidential press conference 
that he wouldn't set guidelines 
for labor and management. Now 
the nation faces a hot summer of 
labor-management 
strife. 


Critical strikes are expected by 
the dock, copper, telephone and 
steel unions. These could be 
followed by a coal strike in 
September. In desperation the 
President has tried to set 
guidelines, which the unions are 
ignoring. 


BAD SIGNS 


Nixon told business leaders in 


1969 that "those who bet on 
inflation will lose their bets," 
called for a balanced budget in 
his 1970 State of the Union ad- 
dress and repeatedly promised 
"full employment." Yet he has 
failed to halt inflation; he is 
plunging the government deeper 
in debt; and unemployment is 
high. 


Many factories, meanwhile, 


are operating at only 75 per cent 
of their capacity, and the decline 
in profits has reduced the 
government's tax take. 


The situation is so serious, in 


the opinion of his political ad- 
visers, that they are urging 
drastic remedies. They are 
willing to risk more inflation if 
this is what it takes to stimulate 
the economy. 


But White House economists, 


while admitting 
that the 


economy 
has 
been 
more 


sluggish than they had an- 
ticipated, see hopeful signs. 


The gross national product, 


the sum total of the nation's 
economic activity, jumped $31 
billion in the first quarter and is 
expected to rise another $20 
billion in the second quarter. 
Construction is booming; retail 
sales are up; consumer sen- 
timent surveys are hopeful. 


And if unemployment is 


holding at 6 per cent, at least 
employment is up because of an 
increase in the work force. 


Conclusion: insiders say the 


President is listening more 
closely to his economists and, 
therefore, his New Year's 
resolutions will be moderate.

Still New Frontier

The tragic deaths today of 


Russia's 
three 
Soyuz 11 


cosmonauts underscores once 
again that manned space flight 
is risky, that men die in its 
pursuit just as they did in the 
early days of aviation. 


They die despite 
the most 


strenuous safety measures, the 
double and triple redundancy 
built in to try to insure the in- 
tegrity of the hardware. But 
space is still a new frontier with 
many unknowns. 


The cause of the cosmonauts' 


deaths was not immediately 
known. The Soviet news agency 
Tass said only that Georgy 
Dobrovolsky, Vladislav Volkov 
and Viktor Patsayev were found 
dead in their capsule after 
landing in the Soviet Union 
following their record 24-day 
flight, most of it spent in the 
Salute space laboratory. 


Speculation was voiced that 


there could have been a failure 
in the life support system. Or 
maybe the sudden return to 
Earth's gravity after a long 
period of weightlessness 
af- 


fected the spacemen in an ad- 
verse way. 


There was expected to be a 


long investigation — as there 
were 
after 
earlier 
space 


tragedies in both the American 
and Soviet programs. 


The fault probably will be 


corrected, and cosmonauts once 
again will fly into space. 


Russia has declared its in- 


tention to develop a permanent 
orbiting space station, and the 
Salute is a forerunner. 


The Soviet determination is 


evidenced in the over-all Salute 
mission. The laboratory was 
launched unmanned April 19 and 
four days later Soyuz 10 with 
three cosmonauts was launched 
to link up with it. They did on 
April 24, but disengaged after 
5^ hours and returned to earth. 


Experts apparently analyzed 


the problem on the ground and 
on June 6 Soyuz 11 soared aloft 
to complete 
the 
mission. 


Yesterday's tragedy probably 
willl slow, but not halt the 
program. 


Russia's 
only 
previous 


reported space death was that of 
cosmonaut Vladimir Komarov, 
killed April 24, 1967, when his 
spaceship parachutes tangled on 
re-entry from an earth orbit 
mission in the Soyuz 1 craft. 
That caused an 18-month delay 
in Soviet flights. 


Who Speaks For The Consumer?

Ford Motor Co. has begun an 


advertising campaign which 
asks the consumer whether he 
wants to pay the price of new 
safety devices being considered 
by the federal government. 


"You pay a lot more for the 


seat belts and shoulder har- 
nesses in your car," says the 
headline on the Ford ad which 
appeared last week in national 
magazines. "How much are you 
willing to pay?" 


The ad is the latest move in a 


running battle between the 
industry, the government and 
various consumer groups over 
who speaks for the consumer 
and who is looking out for his 
interests. 


Along with the rest of the auto 


industry, Ford is fighting tough 
1975 exhaust standards and is 
also asking the federal courts to 
review the Department of 
Transportation 
standard 


requiring passive restraints to 
replace seat belts for front-seat 
passengers in 1974 cars. 


In the ad, Ford chides drivers 


for not using safety equipment 
now provided, saying the 
government would not even be 
considering devices such as air 


bags "if people would only use 
the belts and shoulder harnesses 
that are in their cars right now." 


It goes on to list Ford's 


achievements in making cars 
safer and ends by asking 
readers to write the company 
with their views on the subject, 
also pointing out, "You are the 
voter."

JEWS PA PER 
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Heroes' Funeral Planned 
For Soviet Cosmonauts 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 


government will give its three 
Soyuz 11 cosmonauts a heroes' 
funeral in Red Square Friday, 
the Kremlin announced today. 


The cosmonauts — Lt. Col. 


George Dobrovolsky, the flight 
commander, Vladislav Volkov, 
the flight engineer, and Viktor 
Patsayev, the test engineer — 
will be entombed in the Kremlin 
Wall, burial place of the Soviet 
Union's most honored citizens. 


The funeral will climax a 


national day of mourning for the 


three men who died Wednesday 
as they returned to earth after 23 
triumphant days in the orbiting 
space station Salute. 


Soviet officials have not yet 


announced what caused their 
deaths. 
Foreign 
experts 


believed that the oxygen system 
on Soyuz 11 failed after the 
spacecraft braked for entry into 
the earth's atmosphere. 


Since the Russians never 


reveal their space schedules, it 
was not known what effect the 
deaths will have on future 


manned space flights. 


But the Communist party 


newspaper Pravda made clear 
that the tragedy wUl not halt the 
Soviet space program. 


"We know that after this 


grievous loss," it wrote, "the 
difficult and dangerous struggle 
against nature will be continued 
with the same firmness and 
consistency which is part and 
parcel of the character of the 
Soviet people, who are used to 
struggle and do not retreat in the 
face of obstacles."

The Shuttle, Key To Payoffs From Space 


The Apollc Moon-landing 


program that stirred the spirits 
of mankind for a decade is 
nearing an end—after this 
summer's Apollo 15 mission, 
only two more such flights are 
contemplated. 
Thus, 
the 


Nation's space program is about 
to enter a new phase: using and 
expanding on the vast new 
knowledge we have gained 
through the space program for 
the betterment of humanity. 


Many benefits already have 


come out of the program, of 
course, both in new scientific 
information about our Earth and 
universe and in improved 
communications, weather 
forecasting, national security, 
and "spinoffs" from space 
technology 
to 
medicine, 


education, transportation, 
materials and many other 
nonaerospace fields. But the 
real potential has barely been 
touched — indeed, cannot be 
wholly comprehended. 


How can we best proceed to 


exploit this potential? Or should 
we simply decide that enough 
has been spent on space and 
abandon further space activity? 


The nation faces a formidable 


array 
of social 
and 
en- 


vironmental problems that 
somehow must be solved. But 
solutions can be achieved only at 
great expense, and because 
Federal funds are not unlimited, 
rational priorities must be 
placed on expenditures. 


The space program, far from 


being an enemy of social 
progress, has much to offer in 
resolving these problems. But 
our present systems for getting 
into and using space 
are 


relatively complex and costly. 
We must have a new approach to 
make space more practical and 
economical for all users — for 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, Defense, 
other Government agencies, and 
commercial enterprise. 


Realizing this, NASA officials 


several years ago came up with 
the totally new concept of a 
space shuttle — an efficient, 
cost-effective, reusable space 
transportation system to deliver 
manned 
and 
unmanned 


payloads to low Earth orbit. It 
will consist of a "booster" and 
an "orbiter," both of which can 
be reused up to 100 times, in 
contrast with present vehicles 
which are expended in the 
course of a single mission. 


This can reduce the present 


cost of $1,000 to put a pound of 
payload into orbit to only $100 — 
there are some estimates that 
the per-pound cost may go as 
low as $50. This is startling when 
we remember that in January 
1958 — less than 14 years ago — 
we put our first, tiny satellite 
into orbit at a cost of $100,000 per 
payload pound. 


The shuttle system would be 


used 
to 
place automated 


satellites, such as weather, 
Earth resources and other 
spacecraft, in Earth orbit. 


Life Is Leisure At 
MacArthur Park 


Later, the satellites would be 
brought back by the shuttle for 
repair and re-use, or modified 
and repaired in orbit by shuttle 
crew members. 


Several 
contractors 
are 


working on a wide variety of 
designs for the shuttle structure 
and its engines. The studies will 
be completed this summer, and 
NASA then will decide whether 
to continue design examination 
or proceed with development 
based on existing designs. 


The shuttle 
program 
is 


NASA's top-priority project, the 
keystone in the total plan for 
future U.S. manned and un- 
manned missions. It is essential 
if America is to continue as a 
dominant world factor in ad- 
vanced 
technology 
and 


research. 


Senator Clinton P. Anderson 


(D-N.M.), chairman of the 
Senate space committee and a 
strong shuttle advocate, said in 
a speech recently: "Without a 
shuttle . . . I do not believe we 
can afford 
to capitalize ef- 


fectively on our scientific op- 
portunities in space. Such major 
missions become too expensive. 
Nor can we capitalize ef- 
fectively on our scientific and 
technological investments that 
already have given us space 
communications, weather 
satellites 
and 
geodetic 


programs. The commercial and 
social benefits of the next 
generation of space applications 
— contributing to such fields as 
natural resources management, 
pollution monitoring, weather 
modification 
and 
climate 


control, television distribution, 
earthquake prediction and 
avoidance, education, public 
health and safety, to name a few 


will not be fully realized 


unless we get costs down, ef- 
ficiency up, and introduce a 
flexibility of action not earlier 
thought possible.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Space 


experts disagree on the most 
likely explanation for the death 
of three Soviet cosmonauts but 
all say it is crucial Russian 
scientists share the information 
if they find out what went wrong. 


A few specialists guessed a 


sudden break in the Soyuz 11 
oxygen supply system killed the 
spacemen. 


In London, Sir Bernard Lovell 


told the Chicago Daily News 
there was no apparent technical 
failure during re-entry. 


Lovell heads the Jodrell Bank 


Observatory which monitored 
the flight by radio. 


It may be, he said, that man 


has reached the limit on how 
long he can spend in space. 


An American physiologist 


familiar with the American 
space program said it's his best 
guess the men died from a 
shortage of oxygen in the blood. 


Less likely, said Dr. Lawrence 


Lilienfield 
of 
Georgetown 


University Medical School, is a 
theory 
like Lovell's 
that 


something unidentified in space 
puts a man's heart out of whack 
when he returns to earth. 


Lilienfield 
said 
another 


unlikely possibility is that the 
cosmonauts were somehow 
jolted out of position just when 
the spacecraft rapidly increased 


speed. That could have forced 
the blood outside their brains, 
killing them in seconds. 


But the best analysis, he said, 


was a cutoff of the Soyuz oxygen 
supply after the craft started 
braking for re-entry. 


Lilienfield said an autopsy 


would provide a quick answer if 
oxygen were the problem. Tiny 
hemorrhages would show up in 
the organs. 
Soviet spacemen frequently 


have complained of trouble 
walking and quickened heart- 
beats after returning to earth. 
Americans have had only minor 
problems readjusting because, 
their doctors say, they undergo 
a better training program. 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


percentage of children com- 
mitted to state correctional 
institutions for narcotic and 
drug offenses has tripled in five 
years, a state report says.

74 per cent of the boys com- 
mitted had known histories of 
narcotic or drug use, the report 
says. 
The report also noted a 17 per 


cent drop in commitment in 1970 
to 3,746 children, the fifth con- 
secutive year of decline in 
population in CYA institutions. 


The report said the drop is due 


primarily to a probation subsidy 
program which paid counties 
$14.2 million last year to set up 
intensive probation programs in 
local communities instead of 
sending youths to state in- 
stitutions.

70-Mile Clear-Cut Logging 


EUREKA (AP) — Con- 


servationists are decrying the 
California Board of Forestry 
decision to permit a lumber 
company to "clear cut" 228 
square miles of Northern 
California forest — including 
about 1,000 acres of giant virgin 
redwoods, the world's tallest 
living things. 


The eight-member 
board 


voted unanimously Wednesday 
to grant a variance to Simpson 
Timber Co., of Portland, Ore., to 
chop down all trees on 145,792 
acres of redwood and Douglas 
fir. 


The forest land stretches for 


70 miles along the rugged 
coastal area through Del Norte 
and Humboldt counties. 


The company maintained that 


clear cutting, as opposed to 
selective 
cutting which is 


required normally, is less costly 
and causes less environmental 
damage. 


Conservationists maintain 


that clear cutting leads to severe 
erosion, disrupts wildlife and 
fishing and endangers down- 
stream redwood forests in 
future floods. 


"The board has been granting 


these 
variances 
almost 


regularly to the logging com- 
panies," said Michael Mc- 
Closkey, executive director of 
the conservationist Sierra Club 
in San Francisco. 


"The significance of this 


permit is in the size of the area 
affected. It amounts to virtual 
abdication by the board of all 


responsibility for enforcing our 
cutting laws and means they're 
just washing their hands of the 
whole thing." 


A Simpson spokesman said 


the permit is the largest of its 
kind ever granted in California. 


About half of the land is in 


redwood and half in fir, strung 
out in many parcels from the 
Smith River near the Oregon 
border through the Klamath 
River watershed to that of the 
Mad River just north of here. 


James Hartley, the firm's 


information officer, said "Less 
than a thousand acres are on 
bottom land where the truly big 
giant redwoods grow." 


He said 22,000 acres are virgin 


timber, both redwood and fir, 
62,000 acres residual timber
